Treaty Will Then be Open 
For Adherents of 47 | 
Other Nations 


PARIS, Aug. 25.—Plenipotentiaries 
representing fifteen nations were 
gathering here today to enter & writ- | 
ten undertaking on behalf of their 
governments that among themselves, 
they will renounce War as an instru- 
ment of national policy, When this 
formality is completed the pact will 
be open for the adherents of 47 other 
nations. | 

The signing by the original fifteen | 
will bring together the greatest dip- | 
lomatic gathering In Paris since the | 
consummation of the peace treaty of | 
1919. | 

As the statesmen are here to sign | 
a pact that has already been nego- | 
tiated, their meetings and conversa- | 
tions will be more acis of courtesy | 


and of diplomatically taking one 
another’s measure, than anything 
else 


Premier Mackenzie King has taken 
an apartment at the hotel Crillon. He 
spent the day in making and receiy- 
ing visits and dined quietly with the 
Canadian high commissioner, Phil- 
lippe Roy, and the latter's wife and 
daughters 

The Canadian premier made an 1- | 
mirable impression upon French 
officials and journalists. He half-| 
jestingly combined business and di- | 
plomacy when told by Stephane 
Lauzanne that the wheat crop of 
France was some ten million quintals 
short. The Canadian’s eyes twinkled 
as he remarked: 

“Ah, in Canada we shall have a 
record crop. We can sell lots of grain 
of an excellent quality and do it 
cheaply.” .

vealed that the express train heading 
out of the station, passed almost 
three-quarters beyond a switch in the 
maze of tracks 200 feet below the pas- 
senger platform. It appeared that the 
first pair of trucks of the ninth car in 
the string passed the switch safely. 

Then, for what reason no one could 
even venture a guess, the rear trucks 
split the switch, left the express tracks, 
and headed down a paralic! track used 
by local trains 

Bent Like & Pin 

The ninth car, crowded with home- 
goers and carrying at least 80 per- 
sons, buckled in half like a bent pin, | 
hurtled through the air, and was cut 
lengthwise by the cement wall and 
steel stanchions that separated the 
two tracks. One-half slithered down 
the rails at least 200 feet before 
crumpling into a heap of torn steel 
and twisted sheeting against one side 
wall. The other half of the car crum- 
pled beside the smashed wall, its mas- 
sive trucks leaning against the struc- 
ture. Between the two smashed por- 
iong of the car lay other bits of 
wreékage, parts of clothing, battered 
straw hats, and here and there bits of 
human wreckage yet to be cleared 
awa} 

Hospitals Crowded 

At the Bellevue hospital nearby 20 
physicians and 50 nurses worked in 
the emergency ward as the injured 
were carried in, clothes torn, hatiess, 
some blood-stained, others unconscious 
in the arms of firemen and politemei:

The two foreign ministers have 
agreed, the letter says, that naval 
ccnsultations are not enough and that 
military air experts of the two gov- 
ernments must consult. The situation 
in the Near and Far East is said to 
make necessary closer and more fre- 
quent consultations between England 
and France. If an event arises that 
threatens world peace, Sir Austen and

Victorious Assault Upon 
Arras-Cambrai Defences 


Real Story of Attack Told 
For First Time—Took 
Enemy in Rear 


At 3 a.m. on August 1918, the 


battle Arras-Cambral 
a battle which for importance of stra- 
tegical and territorial gains and iosses 
inflicted on the enemy 
parallels in the Great War. it was 
one of the most bitterly fought battles 
in a war which for terrible fighting 
surpassed any in history The battle 
was waged on behalf of the Allied 
nations with the Canadian corps 
“Foch's Pets,” as the spearhead of the 
attack, launching wave upon wave of 
men at the stubbornly fighting but 
ever-retreating Germans 

In the forefront of the battle was 
the 49th Battalion, the Edmonton 
Regiment, as ever upholding the 
honor of Edmonton and Northern Al- 
berta and covering itself with im- 
perishable glory 

Events leading up to this 
which culminated with the capture of 
Cambrai by the 3rd Canadian Divis- 
fon on the morning of Oct. 9 moved

Began Retirement 

Due to severe reverses on the Marne 
and consequent upon the battie of 
Amiens, in which the main atiack 
had been delivered by the Canadian 
corps and the line penetrated to an 
extent of more than 22,000 yards on 
a 10,000 yard frontage, the German 
army, \inder pressure, began to show 
signs of retirement on August 25. An 
evacuation of the Lys salient, north 
of Lens, was commenced on this date: 


These withdrawals aided the Allies to} 


regain portions of the ground lost 
during the earlier part of the year. 
but what was more important, the 


fact was indelibly impressed upon the 
Germans that they were gradually 
foing back whence they came 
ever, one thing was significant: in all 
these retirements the Germans had 
not gone beyond the Hindenburg line, 
which system was entirely intact, and 
the higher command firmly hoped 
that behind this powerfully organized 
and bullt line the retreating armics 
could be re-organized and established 
for the winter 

The battle of Arras-Cambrai blact- 


ed this hope, for by breaching the 
famous Drocourt-Queant line, the} 
most powerfully constructed defensive 


line in all military history, the Ca 
adian corps delivered a blow to 
German army from which it nev 
recovered and which was of pare- 
mount and vital importance in biing- 
ing hostilities to a rapid termination 
on November 11 

It would be inconceivable, if it were 
not a fact. that this, one of the grvat- 
est battles and military triumphs tn 
history, was undertaken and prepared 
on three days’ notice Impossible” 
Perhaps for most troops, but not for 
the Canadian corps, which had 
achieved the “impossible” 
ous occasions before.

For the proposal to establish civic 
parking areas in the downtown section of 


the city there can be nothing but commen- 


dation. As the City Commissioners have 
expressed it, something must be done to 
alleviate the traffic congestion.

There is not much satisfaction in a life of no 
power. What gives zest to sports is the employment 
of our powers and we all applaud the victor, that is 
the man who shows the most power. This includes 
both mentality or mental acumen and skill 

As for pleasure, they have learned a great lesson 
who have found out the abiding pleasures of iife are 
those that come from serving others. The pleasures 
that we experience in merely receiving gifts or bene- 
fits, merely enjoying things that are our own, the 
| pleasures of possession and amusement are temporary 
and they fade 

But one who devotes his life to bringing joy into 
the lives of others has an unfalling source of satis- 
faction 

Peace comes from the firm establishment or con- 
nection of life with certain fixed principles.

He should also regulate his exercises 
and learn emotional control. 

The fat man should not use over| 
two meals a day, and should exercise 
in the gymnasium at least three or 
four times a week besides taking 
long walks. 

If such rules are followed, the hand 
on the weighing machine may then 
show increased health each day, as it 
registers more for the thin man and 
less for the fat one. 


Question: Mrs. K. writes: “I weigh 
190 pounds and should weigh 130. If 
I take off my surplus flesh at the rate 
of ten pounds per month would that} 
be too much? If I walk five or six} 
miles per day, will that help me very 
much in taking off flesh?” 

Answer: It is all right for you to 
take off surplus flesh at the slow 
rate of ten pounds a month, but 
you can lose much faster than that 
if you will first take a short fast | 
and then follow it with a limited 
diet, free from carbohydrates. 
There is no danger in reducing 
rapidly if you will follow the plan I 
have often suggested in this column. 
It is essential for you to walk at 
least five miles daily if you wish 
to reduce the weight around your 
hips and buttocks. 

Question: T. C. asks: “In following | 
your menus, when should one- and 
two-year-olds have their milk?” 

Answer: In my opinion, children 
who are under three years of age 
should not be using much of any- 
thing else except miik. Certainly 
no solid food showid be used until 
at least two years of age, and then 
only the non-starchy cooked vege- 
tables. If you will give your child 
plenty of vurange ice or other 
fruits with the milk he will be well 
nourished and require no other food 
until he ts about three years old, 

Question: Mrs. Ed. A. writes: “I 
received the impression from one of 
your articles that milk should not be!

troubles. I have given my six-year-old 
son, who is slender and has a nerv- 
ous disposition, one quart of milk) 
each day.

We want things differ- 
ent and we want them the same; we 
seek variety but like what we're used 
to.

All these responses, these likes and 
dislikes, are more delicately poised in 
the child—in the sensitive child par- 
ticularly—-because the child's entire 
emotional equilibrium isn’t very 
oy it doesn't take much to upset 
t. 

Of all the upsetting emotions, fear 


is the most common and the most 
common exciter of fear is the strange. 
The child in arms that is taken up 
by a stranger and begins to cry is a 
conservative; those new arms aon't 
feel just like mother’s, any more than 
later the pies taste like those mothors 
used to make. 

With each stage in mental growth, 
fears extend and dislikes with them, 
for they both represent things to 
avoid. If the first contact with cat 
or dog doesn’t excite fear, but the 
satisfaction of play and the interest 
of the novel, the course is safe. 

Soon these welcome famillarities 
and unwelcome strangenesses are 
rationalized. You read a story to a 
S-year-old and change a few words 
or omit a sentence, and you're told 
by the little conservative that that’s 
not right. So the oatmeal isn’t right, 
and the shoes aren't right, and the 
toy engine isn't right, because ii de- 
parts from the accustomed and ac- 
cepted pattern. Yet in their activities 
children equally easily grow tired. 
They weary of a toy because they 
have exhausted its possibilities and 
want a new one. They are reaching 
out as venture attracts, yet wish to 
venture safely. Like many of their 
elders, they want safe thrills; but the 
thrill is in the novel, though the fear 
is there also; and tiie too familiar be- 
comes tame. 

The child's conservatism is set by 
its limited experience, its desire for 
security, and as such is best expressed 
in those intimate primary satisfac- 
tions of which food is easily the first 
and comfort (absence of restraint) 
the second. 

In most directions venture—the lure 
of the novel—asserts itself, for that 
is youth’s offset to set habit, and 
that age lacks. The conservatism of 
age is in part a reasoned policy, in 
larger measure a waning zest for the 
novel, a rutlike settling down to a 
narrow range of behaviour and the 
littie comforts of home. The child's 
conservatism results from a limited 
sense of security, a protection against 
too free venture. Both are matters 
of adjustment, but thetfr scope is dif- 
ferent, also their motive scheme. 

All this is important to understand 
why you can't count on children’s 
conservatism to form the desirable 
habits that make them fit into other 
|people’s ways. You can’t just start 
them right the first time, and then 
they'll go right ever after. Their be- 
havior is far more dictated by strong 
impulses, likes and dislikes, and they 
choose their conservatisms and de- 
cline yours. Hence the art of form- 
ing children’s habits.

KITCHENER 
THREATENED 
TO RESIGN 


Lord French Said Joffre 
Treated Him Like a 
Corporal 


In this instalment reproduc- 
ed from his private diary 
Prime Minister Asquith tells 
more of the inside events of 
the first year of the war. 


MARCH, 22, 1915 The 
news from Dardanelles is not 
very good. There are more 
mines and concealed guns 
than they ever counted upon, 
and the admiral seems to be 
in rather a funk. Ian Hamilton 
has not yet sent his report, 
but the soldiers cannot be 
ready for a big concerted op- 
eration before about April 14. 

I agree with Winston and 
K. that the navy ought to 
make another big push so 
soon as the weather clears, If 
they wait until the army is 
fully prepared they may fall 
into a spell of bad weather or 
find that submarines, Aus- 
trian or German, have arrived 
on the scene. 

All this was rather kept 
back from the cabinet, who 
spent their time in discussing 
how cheaply we can purchase 
the immediate intervention of 
Italy. 

March 24—After I wrote K 
came to see me and gave me 
an account of his talk with 
French at Dover last night. F, 
strongly denied that he had 
let off, too much ammunition 
from his big guns in the fight- 
ing at Neuve Chapelle 

On the general position he 
was a8 optimistic as ever, but 
rather complained that Joffre 
was too apt to treat him like 
a corporal. K. is going himself 
on Sunday to make things 
square with Joffre, and can be 
trusted not only to hold his 
own, but to carry the war into 
the enemy's country. 

K. talked at length about the 
proposed new war supplies 
committee of Lloyd George, 
Montagu and company.

I 
knew the blaze-faced black horse well, having 
chased his famous band many times, as well as 
“settin’ in at the finish” when he was captured 
down Whitestone way. 

Since this horse was long considered one of 
the Very worst of his kind and, in most respects, 
possessed the characteristics of a certain type 
known as all bad, it may perhaps be as well to 
describe him. 

The outstanding feature of Bald Hornet's 
make-up was his head. Large, rough and bony 
in all its contours it seemed to overbalance th 
conformity usualiy found in other horse: 
Nostrils that were thick and coarse bespoke an 
unruly and combative nature. Eyes rimmed with 
white, of small and sunken aspect, he cast rov

ears—short and thick at their base—pointed in 
wards at the tips and were set, lown dewn, upon 
the wide dome of his brainy poll.

broncho might. become, or how strong, or big, or 
salty (mean) such animal was reputed to be, 
there was always some rougo rider who gloried 
in the chance to “crawl ‘im.” 

‘Bald Hornet” bad just reached the hey-day 
of his unconquered career The wild horse game 


was still in full sway The initial city champion 


hip cowboy carnival had reeently been held at 
Walla Walla, Washington, when the name of 
Dry Creek Jack—first to win the inter-state 
rougi-riding championship—Wwas on the lips of 
every hazet and bronc-fighter throughout thi 
whole northwest 

Dry Creek Jack (Patterson) was a product 
of Okanagan valley, growing to mantiood in the 
roughest and wildest part of its Horse Heaver 
hills. We all knew him about the neighborhood 
and had seen him ride ‘em every old way for 
years 

One of his favorite diversions was to put a 


few slugs of “red eye” (Rye Whiskey) under his 
belt, step briskly outside the saloon and—with 
uut @ tremor or the slightest pause in his stride 
--walk up to the wildest bronk at the hitching 
cack, peed off its bridie o: hackamore and leap 
upon the frantic creature’s back.

Frengh and English explorers, by trapper aud 
hunter, by bois brules, half breeds and coureurs- 
de-huis, But recently a rumor had gone fortn 
that with modern methods of government, of 
transport, of supervision, this Eldorado of the 
primitive had failen like all the other kingdoms 
of adventuve aud that the lure of the lone trail 
was goue, 

I have found that it is not so. Beyond fifty- 
four is still a stronghold of romance. 

At the south end of the trail by which one 
enters this iand, lies Prince Albert. It is the last 
outpost of the plains. I[t lies in a broad sandy 
valley on the edge of the tawny Saskatchewan. 
It has an air of impermanence, like an encamp- 
ment on the move, one which many have 
hastily abandoned, and where many are at!ll 
expected. 

To root the population more firmly to the 
soil is a mixture of older men who have been 
here since the beginning. Sheriff Hunt, George 


Ross, R. P. Lauree and many others saw the 
settlement through the second Northwest 
Rebellion. George P. Ross, a lawyer now, was 


then an officer of the mounted police and was 
one of the prisoners of Louis Riel. Sheriff Hunt 
was in the French Foreign Legion, fought the 
louaregs in Africa—came to western Canada 
nd fougbt the Indians and half-breeds under 
Riel. MacBeth, once of the Yukon, bad the fastest 
dog team in the north and saved more than one 
man's life by driving in with a last minute re- 
prieve. Rex Beach and Service, Curwood, the 
romancers of the north, painted from life, the life 
of such men as these - 

It is the revictualing place on the trail to the 
‘and of adventure. 

From Prince Albert the road runs almost due 
north for seventy miles until it reaches the 
beginning of that chain of waterways which is 
the real gateway to the land once lorded by the 
Company of Gentlemen Adventurers. The road 
bears all the marks of the vanguard of an army 
on the march. Some of the encampments might 
be taken for gipsy camps: horses rest under an 
improvised shelter of spruce boughs laid over a 
framework of spruce saplings. Carts on wheels 
with steps leading up in the good gipsy style 
are the cooking shanties for the men. Some are 
survey camps, some are construction camps, and 
some are for the men keeping the trail passable 
until the new broad highway being built by the 
government will replace this tortuous path. New 
roads for old is the cry always of an advancing 
civilization. 


. From All Nations 


EN of all nationalities are working in these 

camus and the letters the mai! man brings 
carry stamps of nearly all the countries of the 
world. At night, one can hear these cainps long 
before he can see them for they are gay with 
the sound of music. Guitars sigh, accordions 
wheeze, and the banjo twangs a sentimental 
ditty. And above all this cacophany of sound 
the victrola whines, for wherever one finds three 
or four people gathered together in the west, 
there is sure to be a yvictrola. ‘To this is added 
the singing of the men, the neighing of the 
horses and the barking of the dogs. 


Alternating with the encampment of white 
men stand the Indian villages of the reserves 
These are silent. The fields lie for the most 
part deserted and untilled. The nomad has again 
heard the call of the ,wild. The little log 
houses faced with clay stand empty except bere 
aud there where a half-breed married to an 
Indian wife has stood by his land. There a 
smal! tent will stand by a stream. The Indian 
wife nas left the house for the summer and 
sleeps under canvas by running water. Hun- 
dreds of miles to west or north the Indians will 
be found camped in tribes on the shore of a lake 
so remote that it may not even be shown on the 
government mape. 

Thirty miles out from Prince Albert, the road 
rises to a rather low-lying hill, unimpressive ino 
itself, but important as the boundary of the 
north. Below it the waters flow by Sturgeon 
river and Sturgeon lake into the Saskatchewan 
the great lakes and St. Lawrence to the sea. 
Above it they converge into that lovely chain «f 
waters which forms the gateway of the north 
This divide forms the southern boundary of tle 
sreat national park, Prince Albert Park, four 
teen hundred square miles in area, which lies 
across the entrance to the northern wilderness 
and compriges it in part. 

Beyond the divide the light changes. It takes 
on 4 vVirginal pallor. Pale butterflies float 
languidly in and out among white wind flowers 
The tall wraiths of poplars, scathed and ecorched 
by the fire god, but now wan in the white light,

stand with their arms and fingers pointed to the 
north, like pate naked dancers doing honor to a 
new god. Memory of the outside world drops off 
like a garment here. Men have passed along 
these trails and lived among these forests, but 
all mark of them vanishes as quickly as the 
sound of their footfall, It is as if a domon spirit, 
jealous of humanity, wipes out all trace of man 
as soon as he has passed. 


His Three Fortunes 


LITTLE after dawn the guides had the 
canoe launched and packed, a red canvas 
eighteen-foot canoe. The guides are what the 
people of this country cal! “breeds,” offspring of 
a white men and a squaw, sons of a squaw-man 
These two are supposed to be the best guides of 
the north. Tall, sinewy, with the aquiline fea- 
tures of the high-class white, and the keen piere- 
ing eyes of the Indian. Their skins were bronzed 
by the fierce heat of the summer and winter's 
snow glare. Sons of a scion of an old English 
family, a university maw, and of an Indian 
woman. This woman I have seen. At forty-seven 
she is tall and straight and slight with an oval 
face, high color and an olive skin. In her bearing 
there is pride an’ in her face. beauty. The 
father has had three ‘ortunes left him of twen'y 
thousand pouuds each, Wach time these fortunes 
come to him, so the story runs, he goes back to 
England, London, “aris, New York, Later he 
returns to the wilderness via Prince Albert, with 
frockcoat, dress suits, to. hats, spats, canes and 
nothing else. 

The guides started off with even strokes uf 
the paddle, a gay time of three, three, three, a 
pause then three, three, three strokes again 
At the end of each beat the paddle is swung from 
left to right or right to left, paddling alternately 
on either side. It is a hard stroxe for the white 
man to learn, but these guides have taught {t 
the park's superintendent here. It is used by the 
Indians on long trips. Sometimes the back pail- 
dier makes four or five strokes to the front 
paddler’s three, but the length of the beat is 
never changed. 

At noon we camped on a beach whose sand 
was smooth and white as a marble floor. Aloug 
the shore were fresh deer and moose tracks. In 
a few minutes the guides had a dinner ready, 
while Jimmy the cider guide found spruce gum to 
protect the canoe against the jagged stones in the 
waters of Kingsmere rive. 

At Chippewan Narrows, we pass the old camp 
ing ground of the Chippewan Indians. All that 
remains of them now except the sorry remnant 
on Lake la Ronge is a tiny cemetery enclosed 
with slender spruce boughs where the reeds be- 
low sigh in the shallow stream, Each grave, so 
many of them children’s graves, are marked with 
wooden crosses, the upright stake being shaped 
at the top into an arrow ~ head. 

We pole along narrow streams where at times 
the channel, crystal clear, is but a few feet wide, 
and pole up rapids as the sun flashes on the 
bronzed muscles cf the guides as they bend to 
catch the turn and (wist of the current. We see 
huge walleyed pike and great perch lurking :n 
the hollows, while the muskrat slides beneath 
the canoe and the mallard ducks skims ahead to 
lure us away from her young hidden on the 
banks. 

On Kingsmere lake we pess the spot, a clean 
white pebbled sandbar where the whitefish 
spawn, and as we enter the loons high above give 
shrill warning that strangers are entering the 
lake. At the end of August this lake is the 
scene of migration of the numberless flights of 
loons. The old oucs gather first in August, and 
later the young ones fly off by themselves in 
October. 

Jim notices the loons are firing high. 
a sign of storm,” he says. 

Tales are told after the day's paddling at the 
camp fire at night of a rash canoeist who would 
not heed the signs of the drift of the clouds and 
of the flight of the birds being sucked down in 
these lakes. 

Suddenly the thunderstorm breaks over Lake 
Kingsmere. Ac if by magic all signe of iife dis- 
appear, not a bird is heard now to call its warn- 
ing note. The sky is black, the floor of the lake 
is agate aud along @ single track of yeliow light 
the water runs green as a living emerald. Like 
a flash of steel drawn and eheathed on the 
instant, the lightning cuts the indigo black of 
sky and hill, to strike at the heart of the crouch 
ing forests. 

As canoe and crest of wave meet the guides
